Make Money This Winter Terracing

spring, terracing land. 

It has been found that farmers 
can build standard terraces with 
the equipment they now have. 
Plows will build terraces; the 
plow and slip scrape combination 
builds good terraces, while the 
farm tractor and tractor plow 
do an excellent job. 

In practically all counties of 
the State men have been trained 
to run terrace lines. Many of 
these men have or can get terrace 
levels to use in running terrace 
lines. Where farmers feel that 
they are not financially able to go 
ahead with their terracing, and 
have unearned AAA allowance, 
they should look into the possi- 
bilities of terracing as a means of 
earning this money. 

Some fields may not have more 
than 200 feet of terracing per 
acre but many have 600 to 800 
feet per acre. At 75c per 100 feet, 
this would amount to $1.50 per 
acre on one field and would run 
as high as $6.00 per acre on an-

other. Looking at it from the 
labor standpoint, two men and 


two mules with plow and _ slip 
scrape can build 100 feet of stan- 
dard terrace perv hour. At 75c 
per 100 feet, this would amount 
to $7.50 for a 10-hour day. 
With the farm tractor this can 
be doubled or tripled, depending 
upon the size of the tractor and 
the efficiency of the operator. 


New Meat Slaughter 
Rules 


F you’re a farmer and have sold 
a little dressed meat in times 
past and think you may want to 
in the future you’ve probably 
wondered if there is anything in 
the new slaughter licensing sys- 
tem that affects you. 
Tf you have a slaughter permit 


the new regulations don’t change 


the amount you can sell. 

If you don’t have a permit then 
you can establish a quota based 
on your 1941 slaughter. 

Tf you don’t have a permit and 
can’t establish your 1941 slaugh- 
ter, food distribution officials of 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture say your slaughter must be 
limited to slaughter for home con- 
sumption. If your slaughter for 
home consumption provides a sur- 
plus you need to sell, then you go 
to your War Board and tell them 
the circumstances. They will ex- 
pect you to tell them about how 
much of the meat your family will 
use, and about how much meat 
you may have left over. The War 
Board may give you a quota that 
will permit you to sell the left- 
over meat. But the War Board 
isn’t allowed to give you an un- 
‘ jimited quota—the amount of the 
left-over meat that the War 
Board can give you permission to 
sell is limited to 400 pounds of 
dressed meat.

Pulpwood Needed 
To Help Win War 


HERE is a 
pulpwood. 
Men cannot fight on the battle- 
fronts unless they receive food, 
munitions, and other supplies. It 
is impossible to ship these with- 
out containers made of pulpwood. 

Pulpwood also is needed for 
medical dressings, powder, para- 
chutes, big quantities of paper for 
payroll records, 
and hundreds of other uses. 

A ceiling price of $6.80 per 
standard cord (128 cubie feet) 
has been established. It applies 
to pulpwood loaded on freight 
cars. Much wood is bought by 
the Pulpwood Unit, which con- 
tains 1 5/16 cords (168 cubic 
feet). The ceiling price per unit 
is $8.92. 

Timber owners are urged to do 
the whole job of cutting the wood 
and hauling it to the rail siding. 

If a truck is not to be had, 
landowners are urged to make ar-

‘rangements for the dealer to pick 


up pulpwood cut and left in the 
woods, or cut and piled along 
roads. Dealers are reported to 
be paying $38.50 to $5.00 per Unit, 
for this arrangement, the price 
depending on length of haul and 
how the wood is placed. By the 
cord, prices would be proportion- 
ately less. Pulpwood sold on the 
stump usually brings from $1 to 
$1.50 by the Unit, and somewhat 
less by the cord. 

Most of the pulpwood bought 
in Alabama is cut to a length of 
5 feet, 3 inches.

Blue Lupine Pays 


Baldwin Farmer 


R. COOPER of Rosinton, 

e Baldwin County, is get- 
ting effective conservation prac- 
tices on the land. 

Last October he prepared a 
good seed bed on Ruston fine 
sandy loam, applied 400 pounds 
of 20 percent superphosphate and 
planted 40 pounds of blue lupine 
seed per acre on six acres. This 
spring four. acres of lupine were 
left for a seed patch from which 
he harvested 5,000 pounds of lu- 
pine seed. The other two acres 
of lupine were turned and fol- 
lowed with corn. Mr. Cooper re- 
ports a 80 percent increase in 
corn yield due to the lupine. 


Farmers Urged Grow 
More Wheat 


HEAT is a crop of great im- 

portance for many farmers 

in Alabama under war conditions. 

It should be grown for making 

biscuits, for grazing and for poul- 
try feed. 

Wheat is adapted to the Lime- 
stone valleys and Piedmont and 
other heavier soils throughout the 
State. The Alabama goal is 18,- 
000 acres. Many times this goal 
should be planted this month. 

Good varieties to plant are Ala- 
bama Blue Stem, Gasta, Sanford, 
Red Heart and Hardi Red. Broad- 

cast or drill six pecks of seed per 
acre. 

Apply 200 to 800 pounds of 
4-10-4 or 4-10-6 at planting time 
and top dress March 1 with 24 
to 86 pounds of nitrogen. Super- 
phosphate and potash or basic 
slag and potash are also satisfac- 
tory for applying at planting 
time.

Alabama War Chest Aapesl 
Set To Start Next Tuesday

Seventeen War Agencies to 
Share in National War Fund 
of $125,000,000 


“Give Once to All who Fight for 
Freedom!” 

With this battle cry, Alabama's 
War Chest will be Jaunched simul- 
of the “state riext Tues ;day, October 
19th. 

In this one annual appeal, Ala- 
bama’s War Chest will seck contri- 
butions to seventeen war service 
and relief agencies that provide 
home comforts for men in our armed 
forces and distribute food, clothing 
and medical supplies among the war 
ravaged peoples of our Allied na- 
tions. 

In those communities and counties 
in Alabama that have Community 
Chests, the Alabama War Chest cam- 
paign is being combined with the 
campaign for local welfare agen- 
cies, which are rendering a vital 
wartime service on the home front, 

To bring unity of purpose into 
wartime philanthropy, eliminate 
separate appeals and insure the dis- 
tribution of donations according to 
the need, the seventee great na- 
tional organizations, dedicated to 
humanitarian service, have this year 
been banded together in the Na- 
tional War Fund with which the 
Alabama War Chest is affiliated. 
The National War Fund is officially 
endorsed by the President, and has 
the backing of the Government, 
business leaders throughout the Na- 
tion, the CIO, the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, United Mine Work- 
ers, and other labor organizations. 

Through appeals, like Alabama's 
War Chest, in every state this 
month, the National War Fund is 
seeking a fund of $125,000,000, of 
which Alabama's part is $1,176,314 
or less than 1% of the national goal. 

Budget figures issued this week by 
the National War Fund show that of 
the $125,000,000 needed, $61,227,000 
has been allocated to the USO, 
which makes “a home away from 
home” for men in our armed 
forces; $4,125,000 to the United Sea- 
men's Service, which aids men of 
our Merchant Marine, and $2,320,- 
000 to the War Prisoners Aid, 
which sends food packages and rec- 
reational supplies to war prisoners 
of all nations, including American 
boys. United Nations Relief Agen- 
cies, whose services have heretofore 
been financed by separate appeals, 
will receive $40,099,000 and Refugee 
Relief and the United States Com- 
mittee for the Care of European 
Children $3,621,000. A contingent 
fund has also been set up to meet 
needs that may arise out of chang- 
ing war conditions. The beneficiary 
war service agencies are: USO 
(United Service Organizations), 
United Seamen's Service, War Pris- 
oners Aid, Belgian War Relief So- 
ciety, British War Relief Society, 


Frencn Relief Fund, Friends of Lux- | 


embourg, Greek War Relief Associa- 


Relief, Queen Wilhelmina Fund, 
Russian War Relief, United China 
Relief, United Czechoslovak Relief, 
United Yugoslav Relief Fund, Ref- 
ugee Relief Trustees, and the U. S. 
Committee for the Care of European 
Children. 

Here in our own county, a War 
Chest Campaign Committee, which 
has been weeks in the making, is 
organized and ready to begin solici- 
tation of subscriptions. Every citi- 
zen in the county will be given the 
opportunity to make his or her sub- 
scription, campaign leaders stated 
on the eve of the appeal. Those not 
reached by volunteer workers are 
urged to bring or send their dona- 
tions to campaign headquarters and 
to give as much to all the seven- 
teen agencies as they would give if 
each agency made its separate ap- 
peol for needed funds. 

In a joint statement issued this 
week, War Chest appeal leaders A. 
Key Foster and J. Frank Rushton, 
Jr., emphasized the urgency of the 
appeal and voiced confidence that 
every county of the state would 
raise its quota: 

“Over and above the very prac- 
tical economies of the Alabama War 
Chest and National War Fund—the 
saving in time and manpower of 
having one appeal once a year for 
seventeen agencies instead of sev- 
enteen different drives—there is this 
underlying purpose which concerns 
every Alabama family who has a 
loved one in the service,” their 
statement said: 

“Every dollar given to the Ala- 
bama War Chest helps pave the 
way for victory. By your gift, your 
purchase of food, clothing and medi- 
cal supplies you send with our 
Army, now standing at the boun- 
daries of enslaved Axis nations, the 
story that we are a merciful people. 
And by that story of that mercy, you 
save the life or limb of some Amer- 
ican boy.” 

“It is not half enough to say that 
by the charity of war relief agen- 
cies we made the conquest of North 
Africa and Sicily easier. 

“As our armies swept forward in 
North Africa and the story of aid 
and food preceded them, door after 
door which had been locked against 
them was flung open. Boy after boy 
from America who faced those doors 
came out alive and _ unscathed, 
whereas the Germans marching 
through towards Alexandria sprin- 
kled the desert sands with the life’s 
blood of their choicest sons. 

“When the Alabama War Chest 
appeal starts next Tuesday, we shall 
all throw our energies into a task 
that by the very errand of mercy 
which it represents shall hasten vic- 
tory. And by hastening that victory 
shall bring our American armies 
back home to the glorious country 
for which they fight, there to live 
in peace with their fellow men. The 
War Chest is our job. It is one in 
which we cannot fail, for none of 
us will take a chance on failing 
America.”

JESUS AND THE SABBATH 


LESSON TEXT 
68:13, 14; Mark 2 


Exodus 20:8-11; Isalah 


23°-3:6, 


GOLDEN TEXT—And he said unto 
them, the sabbath was made for man, 
and not man for the sabbath.—Mark 2:27, 


The sabbath was essentially a day 
of rest and worship; hence the prin- 
ciples which surrounded it and di- 
rected its life may be applied to our 
day of rest, which is the first day of 
the week—the Lord’s day. 


That word “rest’’ sounds a little 
strange in this busy world of ours, 
and yet it is an important one. It 
means quiet for the struggling one, 
calm for the troubled, repose for 


| worn-out one, 


that without rest man would soon 
destroy himself, and He made pro- 
vision for one day in seven when 


the weary, tranquility for the dis- 
turbed, cessation of labor for the 
infinite wisdom saw 


God in His 


labor should cease and man should 
be free for that recreation of soul 
and body which should fit him for 
the labor of the week, 

Our lesson answers two important 
questions about our rest day, name- 
ly, Why ? and How? 

I. Why We Keep a Day of Rest 
(Exod. 20:8-11; Isa, 58:13, 14). 

The chief reason is that God com- 
mands it. One day out of seven is 
for our re-creation by rest and wor- 
ship. That should be sufficient to 
cause His people to ‘‘remember”’ the 
day ‘‘to keep it holy.” 

Doubtless it is true that essential 
war work and related activities must 
be carried on, even on Sunday, God 
did not forbid works of necessity. 
But even though there is this need, 
who will deny that many use Sunday 
for work that is not essential—and 
countless others devote it to godless 
pleasure, 

Notice that the day of rest was 
to be not only for the family, but 
also for servants and for visitors. 
The employer who unnecessarily op- 
erates his factory or office on Sun- 
day violates this commandment. 
Note also that the man who is to 
rest on the seventh day is supposed 
to work on the six days. 

The precept of Exodus 20 is en- 
forced by the promise of Isaiah 58. 
The man who delights in keeping 
God's commandment regarding the 
day of rest, will find that God de- 

lights in and honors him, Both men 
! and nations have found this to be 
true. 

II. How We Keep a Day of Rest 
(Mark 2:23-3:6). 

The formalists of Christ's day, the 
Pharisees, had overlooked the heart 
of God's law and the holy living 
which it was intended to produce, 
and had bound up even the observ- 
ance of the sabbath (which was in- 
tended to be a day of rest and glad- 
ness) in such a mass of technical 
‘thou shalt nots’ that it was a day 
of fear. They had a false outward 
profession of worship and had en- 
tirely missed the true spirituality of 
God's law, a fact which drew upon 
their heads the anger and rebuke of 
our Lord, 

The two incidents in this portion 
of our lesson reveal that under the 
cloak of earnestly observing the law 
of the sabbath, the Pharisees were 
actually covering their own hypoc- 
risy and their hatred for Christ. 

The accusations against the disci- 
ples because they had taken and 
eaten grain was not on the ground 
that they had stolen, for the law 
(Deut. 23:25) guaranteed that right 
to the one who passed through his 
neighbor’s field: The Pharisees con- 
tended, however, that the disciples 
had worked on the sabbath in pick- 
ing and hulling the grain. 

The healing of the man with the 
withered arm revealed that back of 
their professed concern for the sab- 
bath was a real hatred for Christ. 
lt is an appalling thing that in the 
house of worship on the very sab- 
bath day, these men, outwardly so 
religious, were plotting against our 
Lord. 

“They watched him,” and even so 
the enemies of the Cross watch us 
who are His followers. They are 
not concerned that the man with the 
withered arm, or with the withered 
soul may be helped, but only that 
they may find something to con- 
demn. 

Jesus cuts across human hypoc- 
risy and hatred to declare that the 
true keeping of the sabbath is to do 
the work of God. No work of neces- 
sity (like plucking the grain) or of 
mercy (like healing the withered 
arm) is ever out of place on the 
day of rest 

A word of caution is needed, for 
some have sought to interpret this 
Scripture as providing biblical 
ground for doing all sorts of things 
on their day of rest. That day is for 
man’s good, not for his destruction. 
His greatest good is served by rest, 
worship, spiritual development, 
Christian fellowship, and the doing 
of deeds of necessity and mercy. 

The desecration of the Lord’s Day 
in our time is a serious matter. Let 
us not contribute to its deterioration. 
America needs Sunday as a day of 
rest and worship,

It should be: remembered 
that the carbon bisulphide 
is explosive and highly in- 
flammable. No flame should 
be brought near.

BE PROPERLY CLEANED 
It’s time to pack 
the summer garments 
household linens. Do you 
have garments in your 
wardrobe that are not wear- 
able because of unsightly 
stains? Are there table- 
cloths and napkins, or tow- 
cls in the linen closets too 

stained to use? 

In these wartimes it 1s 
not only smart to be thrifty 
but it is the duty of every 
patriotic citizen. 
of discarding stained gar- 
ments or household linens, 
or letting them stay packea 
in the closets unused, put 
them in condition and bring 
them back into use, says 
Miss Mamie B. Mathews, 
home demonstration agent. 

Stains are easily remoy- 
ed if a few simple rules are 
followed, says Miss Math- 
cws. The most important 
step in removing: stains is to 
take time to do a good job 
thoroughly and ‘promptly. 
Yoo many people hastily 
saturate stains with some 
removing fluid which some- 
times does not take out the 
stain and which may leave 
i ring’ on the material and 
disappoint the person try- 
ing to clean the garment. 

In order to remove stains 
successfully it is important 
to get at the stains prompt- 
ly. The American Institute 
of Laundering has made 
tests which indicate that 
: acid in stains from fruit 


away 
and 


juices weaken the fabrie as 
much as 15 to 38 per cent. 
These figures indicate how 
damaging such stains may 
be and the importance of re- 
moving them promptly, be- 
cause drying will concen- 
trate the acid and increase 
the damage. 

Different fabrics require 
different treatments, and 
before trying to remove any 
stain one should know the 
kind of material to be treat- 
ed. For example, says Miss 
Mathews, a stain remover 
that will work successfully 
on cotton may ruin wool or 


rayon. For cotton and linen 
materials, use only mild

The Coffee 
County farmers who used 
the German prisoners soon 
lieamed a few tricks of the 
jtrade. They learned that 
the Germans smoked cigar- 
ettes and that they were 
erazy about Coca Cola, can- 
dy, and would drink tea hot 
or cold. These American 
luxuries were given to the 
Germans by the farmers in 
large quantities. Our farm- 
ers said this trick worked,

As stated above, the pris- 
oners of war were in our 
county three weeks. During 
this period they worked 16 
days, as only two days were 
lost due to rain.
